 AN ACT CONCERNING THE 2009 REVISOR'S TECHNICAL 
CORRECTIONS TO THE GENERAL STATUTES.  

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

Section 1. Section 2c-8 of the general statutes is repealed and the 1 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from passage): 2 

 In determining whether a regulatory entity or program has served 3 
the general public, and not merely the persons regulated, the General 4 
Assembly shall consider, among other things: 5 

[(a)] (1) The extent to which qualified applicants have been 6 
permitted to engage in any profession, occupation, trade or activity 7 
regulated by the entity or program; 8 

[(b)] (2) The extent to which the governmental entity involved has 9 
complied with federal and state affirmative action requirements; 10 

[(c)] (3) The extent to which the governmental entity involved has 11 
recommended statutory changes which would benefit the public as 12 
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opposed to the persons regulated; 13 

[(d)] (4) The extent to which the governmental entity involved has 14 
encouraged public participation in the formulation of its regulations 15 
and policies; [,] and 16 

[(e)] (5) The manner in which the governmental entity involved has 17 
processed and resolved public complaints concerning persons subject 18 
to regulation.   19 

Sec. 2. Subsection (a) of section 3-76q of the general statutes is 20 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 21 
passage): 22 

(a) If the state defaults in the payment of principal or interest on any 23 
issue of special obligation bonds after they become due, whether at 24 
maturity or upon call for redemption, and the default continues for 25 
thirty days, or if the state fails or refuses to comply with this part or 26 
defaults in any agreement made with a municipality or with the 27 
holders of any issue of bonds, and such failure or refusal continues 28 
thirty days after written notice thereof, the holders of twenty-five per 29 
centum in aggregate principal amount of the outstanding bonds of that 30 
issue, by instrument filed in the office of the Secretary of the State and 31 
executed in the same manner as a deed to be recorded, subject to the 32 
provisions of subsection (r) of section 3-76g, may appoint a trustee to 33 
represent the holders of those bonds for the purposes herein provided 34 
and the municipality may proceed by mandamus or other appropriate 35 
suit, action or proceeding at law or in equity to enforce its rights. 36 

Sec. 3. Subsection (d) of section 5-259d of the general statutes is 37 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 38 
passage): 39 

(d) No state employee shall be deemed ineligible for any benefit 40 
under this section or under any other provision of this chapter solely 41 
because such employee's leave time is classified as recess or other 42 
equivalent leave time rather than vacation time pursuant to the 43 
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provisions of a collective bargaining agreement, including a collective 44 
bargaining agreement covering a state employee in a teaching, 45 
instructional or professional position in [the] Unified School [Districts 46 
1, 2 or 3] District #1, #2 or #3. 47 

Sec. 4. Section 6-32d of the general statutes is repealed and the 48 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from passage): 49 

(a) Except as otherwise agreed between the Judicial Branch and the 50 
Department of Correction or other appropriate agency, the 51 
responsibility for transportation and custody of prisoners shall be 52 
assumed as follows: 53 

(1) The Judicial Branch shall be responsible for the transportation of 54 
male prisoners between courthouses and: (A) Community [correction] 55 
correctional centers, until sentencing; (B) other places of confinement 56 
after arraignment and until sentencing; and (C) the place of initial 57 
confinement, after sentencing. In addition, the Judicial Branch shall be 58 
responsible for the transportation of adult female prisoners between 59 
courthouses and community [correction] correctional centers, not 60 
including the correctional institution at Niantic. If such transportation 61 
is in other than state vehicles, the owner of the vehicle used shall be 62 
reimbursed by the state at the rate then established for state employees 63 
within the Office of Policy and Management.  64 

(2) The Department of Correction shall be responsible for the 65 
transportation of adult female prisoners between places of 66 
confinement and either courthouses or community [correction] 67 
correctional centers, at the discretion of the Commissioner of 68 
Correction. In the transportation of prisoners between courthouses and 69 
community correctional centers, there shall be complete separation of 70 
male and female prisoners. 71 

(3) The Judicial Branch shall be responsible for the custody of 72 
prisoners at courthouses, except that the local police operating any 73 
lockup which is designated by the Chief Court Administrator as a 74 
courthouse lockup shall be responsible for the custody of prisoners 75 
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within that lockup. In addition, if such designated lockup is not in the 76 
same building as the courthouse serviced by it, the local police 77 
operating such designated lockup shall be responsible for escorting 78 
prisoners from the lockup to the courthouse. The town in which such a 79 
designated lockup is located shall be reimbursed pursuant to section 7-80 
135a. 81 

(4) In Hartford County, the Lafayette Street courthouse shall be 82 
used as housing for persons arrested by the police department of the 83 
city of Hartford and held for presentment at the next session of the 84 
court pursuant to the following terms and conditions: (A) No arrestees 85 
shall be admitted or released directly to or from the lockup, and no 86 
social visits shall be permitted at the lockup; (B) all processing and 87 
booking shall be accomplished by the police department of the city of 88 
Hartford at its booking facility; (C) after arrival at the lockup and prior 89 
to arraignment, the release of any arrestee, with or without bond, shall 90 
be accomplished by the police department of the city of Hartford from 91 
its booking facility; and (D) the Judicial Branch shall be responsible for 92 
the operation of the lockup at the Lafayette Street courthouse and the 93 
transportation of arrestees prior to arraignment from the booking 94 
facility of the police department of the city of Hartford.  95 

(b) The Judicial [Department] Branch shall employ judicial marshals 96 
for prisoner custody and transportation responsibilities pursuant to 97 
this section. The Chief Court Administrator may establish employment 98 
standards and implement appropriate training programs to assure 99 
secure prisoner custody and transportation. Such standards and 100 
programs shall be in force and effect by December 1, 2000. Any 101 
property used by the sheriffs for prisoner transportation shall be 102 
transferred to the Judicial [Department] Branch. 103 

(c) The Judicial [Department] Branch may enter into an agreement 104 
with state agencies for the management, training or coordination, or 105 
any combination thereof, of courthouse security and prisoner custody 106 
and transportation functions. 107 

Sec. 5. Subsection (a) of section 7-51 of the general statutes is 108 
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repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 109 
passage): 110 

(a) The department and registrars of vital [records] statistics shall 111 
restrict access to and issuance of a certified copy of birth and fetal 112 
death records and certificates less than one hundred years old, to the 113 
following eligible parties: (1) The person whose birth is recorded, if 114 
over eighteen years of age; (2) such person's children, grandchildren, 115 
spouse, parent, guardian or grandparent; (3) the chief executive officer 116 
of the municipality where the birth or fetal death occurred, or the chief 117 
executive officer's authorized agent; (4) the local director of health for 118 
the town or city where the birth or fetal death occurred or where the 119 
mother was a resident at the time of the birth or fetal death, or the 120 
director's authorized agent; (5) attorneys-at-law and title examiners 121 
representing such person or such person's parent, guardian, child or 122 
surviving spouse; (6) members of genealogical societies incorporated 123 
or authorized by the Secretary of the State to do business or conduct 124 
affairs in this state; (7) agents of a state or federal agency as approved 125 
by the department; and (8) researchers approved by the department 126 
pursuant to section 19a-25. Except as provided in section 19a-42a, 127 
access to confidential files on paternity, adoption, gender change or 128 
gestational agreements, or information contained within such files, 129 
shall not be released to any party, including the eligible parties listed 130 
in this subsection, except upon an order of a court of competent 131 
jurisdiction. 132 

Sec. 6. Section 7-65 of the general statutes is repealed and the 133 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from passage): 134 

The embalmer or funeral director licensed by the department, or 135 
licensed in a state having a reciprocal agreement on file with the 136 
department and complying with the terms of such agreement, who 137 
assumes custody of a dead body shall obtain a removal, transit and 138 
burial permit from the registrar of the town in which the death 139 
occurred or the town in which the embalmer or funeral director 140 
maintains a place of business not later than five calendar days after 141 
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death, and prior to final disposition or removal of the body from the 142 
state. The embalmer or funeral director who assumes custody and 143 
control of the body and obtains a removal, transit and burial permit 144 
from the registrar of the town in which the embalmer or funeral 145 
director maintains a place of business shall be obligated to file the 146 
death certificate, in accordance with the provisions of section 7-62b, in 147 
person, through an electronic registry system or by certified mail, 148 
return receipt requested. The burial permit shall specify the place of 149 
burial or other place of interment and state that the death certificate 150 
and any other certificate required by law have been returned and 151 
recorded. Such registrar shall appoint suitable persons as 152 
subregistrars, who shall be authorized to issue a removal, transit and 153 
burial permit for any death that occurs in the registrar's town, based 154 
upon receipt of a completed death certificate as provided in section 7-155 
62b, during the hours in which the office of the registrar of vital 156 
[records] statistics is closed. All such certificates upon which a permit 157 
is issued shall be forwarded to the registrar not later than seven days 158 
after receiving such certificates. The appointment of subregistrars shall 159 
be made in writing, with the approval of the selectmen of such town, 160 
and shall be made with reference to locality, to best accommodate the 161 
inhabitants of the town. Such subregistrars shall be sworn, and their 162 
term of office shall not extend beyond the term of office of the 163 
appointing registrar. The names of such subregistrars shall be reported 164 
to the Department of Public Health. The Chief Medical Examiner, 165 
Deputy Chief Medical Examiner and associate medical examiners shall 166 
be considered subregistrars of any town in which death occurs for the 167 
purpose of issuing removal, transit and burial permits. The fee for such 168 
removal, transit and burial permit shall be paid to the town issuing the 169 
removal, transit and burial permit.  170 

Sec. 7. Subsection (b) of section 8-265dd of the general statutes is 171 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 172 
passage):  173 

(b) Notwithstanding any provision of the general statutes, or any 174 
rule of law to the contrary, on and after July 1, 2008, no judgment of 175

strict foreclosure nor any judgment ordering a foreclosure sale shall be 176

(2) Other parties who had candidates for Governor in the last-195 
preceding election, in descending order, according to the number of 196 
votes polled for each such candidate; 197 

(3) Minor parties who had no candidate for Governor in the last-198 
preceding election; 199 

(4) Petitioning candidates with party designation whose names are 200 
contained in petitions approved pursuant to section 9-453o; [,] and 201 

(5) Petitioning candidates with no party designation whose names 202 
are contained in petitions approved pursuant to section 9-453o. 203

System shall establish and administer a fund to be known as the 264 
Connecticut State University System Operating Fund. Appropriations 265 
from general revenues of the state and upon request by the 266 
Connecticut State University System and with the annual review and 267 
approval by the Secretary of the Office of Policy and Management, the 268 
amount of the appropriations for fringe benefits pursuant to 269 
[subsection (a) of section 4-73] sections 4-73 and 4-73a, shall be 270

Subsections (b) and (c) of section 10a-105 of the general 310 
statutes are repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof 311 
(Effective from passage): 312 

(b) The Board of Trustees of The University of Connecticut shall 313 
establish and administer a fund to be known as The University of 314 
Connecticut Operating Fund, and in addition, may establish a Special 315 
External Gift Fund, and an endowment fund, as defined in section 10a-316 
109c, and such other funds as may be established pursuant to 317 
subdivision (13) of subsection (a) of section 10a-109d. Appropriations 318 
from general revenues of the state and, upon request by the university 319 
and with an annual review and approval by the Secretary of the Office 320 
of Policy and Management, the amount of the appropriations for fringe 321 
benefits and workers' compensation applicable to the university 322 
pursuant to [subsection (a) of section 4-73] sections 4-73 and 4-73a, 323 
shall be transferred from the Comptroller, and all tuition revenue 324 
received by the university in accordance with the provisions of 325

If the 332 
Secretary of the Office of Policy and Management disapproves such 333 
transfer, [he] the secretary may require the amount of the 334 
appropriation for operating expenses to be used for personal services 335 
and fringe benefits to be excluded from said fund. The State Treasurer 336 
shall review and approve the transfer prior to such request by the 337 
university. All costs of waiving or remitting tuition pursuant to 338 
subsection (e) of this section, except the cost of waiving or remitting 339 
tuition for students enrolled in the schools of medicine or dental 340 
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medicine, shall be charged to said fund. Repairs, alterations or 341 
additions to facilities supported by said fund costing one million 342 
dollars or more shall require the approval of the General Assembly, or 343 
when the General Assembly is not in session, of the Finance Advisory 344 
Committee. Any balance of receipts above expenditures shall remain 345 
in said fund, except such sums as may be required for deposit into a 346 
debt service fund or the General Fund for further payment by the 347 
Treasurer of debt service on general obligation bonds of the state 348 
issued for purposes of The University of Connecticut. 349 

(c) The Board of Trustees of The University of Connecticut shall 350 
establish and administer a fund to be known as The University of 351 
Connecticut Health Center Operating Fund. Appropriations from 352 
general revenues of the state except the amount of the appropriation 353 
for operating expenses to be used for personal services and the 354 
appropriations for fringe benefits pursuant to [subsection (a) of section 355 
4-73] sections 4-73 and 4-73a, all tuition revenue received by the health 356 
center in accordance with the provisions of subsection (a) of this 357 
section, income from student fees or related charges, proceeds from 358 
auxiliary and business enterprises, gifts and donations, federal funds 359 
and grants for purposes other than research and other income relative 360 
to these activities shall be deposited in said fund. All costs of waiving 361 
or remitting tuition pursuant to subsection (f) of this section for 362 
students enrolled in the schools of medicine or dental medicine shall 363 
be charged to said fund. Repairs, alterations or additions to facilities 364 
supported by said fund costing one million dollars or more shall 365 
require the approval of the General Assembly, or when the General 366 
Assembly is not in session, of the Finance Advisory Committee. Any 367 
balance of receipts above expenditures shall remain in said fund, 368 
except such sums as may be required for deposit into a debt service 369 
fund or the General Fund for further payment by the Treasurer of debt 370 
service on general obligation bonds of the state issued for purposes of 371 
The University of Connecticut Health Center. 372 

Sec. 12. Subdivision (5) of subsection (a) of section 10-397 of the 373 
general statutes is repealed and the following is substituted in lieu 374 
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thereof (Effective from passage): 375 

(5) The southwestern regional district, which shall consist of 376 
Bridgeport, Darien, Easton, Fairfield, Greenwich, Monroe, New 377 
Canaan, [Monroe,] Norwalk, Shelton, Stamford, Stratford, Trumbull, 378 
Weston, Westport and Wilton.  379 

Sec. 13. Subdivision (82) of section 12-412 of the general statutes is 380 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 381 
passage): 382 

(82) (A) The sale of and the storage, use or other consumption of any 383 
commercial motor vehicle, as defined in subparagraphs (A) and (B) of 384 
subdivision (15) of [subsection (a) of] section 14-1, that is operating 385 
pursuant to the provisions of section 13b-88 or 13b-89, during the 386 
period commencing upon its purchase and ending one year after the 387 
date of purchase, provided seventy-five per cent of its revenue from its 388 
days in service is derived from out-of-state trips or trips crossing state 389 
lines. 390 

(B) Each purchaser of a commercial motor vehicle exempt from tax 391 
pursuant to the provisions of this subsection shall, in order to qualify 392 
for said exemption, present to the retailer a certificate, in such form as 393 
the commissioner may prescribe, certifying that seventy-five per cent 394 
of such vehicle's revenue from its days in service will be derived from 395 
out-of-state trips or trips crossing state lines. The purchaser of the 396 
motor vehicle shall be liable for the tax otherwise imposed if, during 397 
the period commencing upon its purchase and ending one year after 398 
the date of purchase, seventy-five per cent of the vehicle's revenue 399 
from its days in service is not derived from out-of-state trips or trips 400 
crossing state lines. 401 

Sec. 14. Section 12-809 of the general statutes is repealed and the 402 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from passage): 403 

Each director and the president shall execute a surety bond in the 404 
penal sum of fifty thousand dollars. The chairman of the board may 405 
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execute a blanket position surety bond, or arrange for separate surety 406 
bonds, covering each director, the president and the employees of the 407 
corporation at amounts determined by the board, but in no event less 408 
than the sum of fifty thousand dollars per person. Each surety bond 409 
shall be conditioned upon the faithful performance of the duties of the 410 
office or offices covered, be executed by a surety company authorized 411 
to transact business in this state as surety, be approved by the Attorney 412 
General and be filed in the office of the Secretary of the State. The cost 413 
of each such bond shall be paid by the corporation.  414 

Sec. 15. Subdivision (53) of section 14-1 of the general statutes is 415 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective from 416 
passage): 417 

(53) "Motor vehicle" means any vehicle propelled or drawn by any 418 
nonmuscular power, except aircraft, motor boats, road rollers, baggage 419 
trucks used about railroad stations or other mass transit facilities, 420 
electric battery-operated wheel chairs when operated by physically 421 
handicapped persons at speeds not exceeding fifteen miles per hour, 422 
golf carts operated on highways solely for the purpose of crossing 423 
from one part of the golf course to another, golf-cart-type vehicles 424 
operated on roads or highways on the grounds of state institutions by 425 
state employees, agricultural tractors, farm implements, such vehicles 426 
as run only on rails or tracks, self-propelled snow plows, snow blowers 427 
and lawn mowers, when used for the purposes for which they were 428 
designed and operated at speeds not exceeding four miles per hour, 429 
whether or not the operator rides on or walks behind such equipment, 430 
bicycles with helper motors as defined in section 14-286, special mobile 431 
equipment as defined in [subsection (i) of] section 14-165, mini-432 
motorcycles, as defined in section 14-289j, and any other vehicle not 433 
suitable for operation on a highway. 434
